o ’clock, near Lake To bo, where Mr. 
Bailey, with iris wife arid 
J. 
L. 
Wright, employed by him had gone ; 
Saturday night to remain over Sun­ 
day. 


The shooting occurred about HO 
yards below where a branch leads j 
off with the overflow from Lake I 
Tebo to Flat Greek. 
Bailey and I 
wife were sitting on the bank, and.! 
Wright was down the creek about j 
200 yards below. 
A slight noise on 
the bluff above attracted the atten- i 
Hon of Bailey, who was pulling in j 
a fish. 
He turned his bead slight­ 
ly, and as he did so he was struck 
in the chest by a bullet, which carne j 
from above, after whizzing by M rs.! 
Bailey’s face, arid struck him. The I 
bullet penetrated his left chest, and 
Bailey .realizing he had been shot, I 
tu rn ed ' ' his wife and said: 
“I;

his wife to kiss him, and with the !

The bullet is thought by investi­

Richard B. Ransdell, j 
who live one and one half miles | 
northeast of Tebo, and who, it is 
claimed, had made threats against 
Bailey. 
Last w ec;k Bailey, with his wife 
and sister.

According to a member 
of the party Ransdell arid another

cratic campaign in the republican 
press and otherwise.” 


Governor Cox gave what he said 
were the four greatest causes of Amb.

"W recked Own League.” 
Seattle, Wash., Oct. ll.--F orm er 
President Taft when show’ll a state­ 
ment made public today by Gover­ 
nor Cox at Springfield, 
III., 
last 
night, said he recently had given 
permission for the publication of 
correspondence between President 
Wilson and himself 
during 
the 
drafting of the treaty, declaring he 
favored 
acceptance 
of the league 
without reservations and express­ 
ing disappointment that the United 
States has not become a party to 
it. 
Mr. Taft held the president re­ 
sponsible for defeat of the plan. 
"The president wrecked his own 
League of Nations,” he said, “he 
wrecked it w’ith article X, of which 
he is author. 
Personally, I would 
stand for Article X because I am ex­ 
ceedingly anxious for a league to 
be established. 
At the same time 
the League to Enforce Peace, of 
which I was chairman, had no ar­ 
ticle X in the proposition.” 
"It has been clearly demonstrat­ 
ed that the representatives of the 
peoples of this 
country 
will 
not 
stand for Article X. 
The stubborn­ 
ness of the president in refusing to 
accept endorsement by the senate 
of the League 
Covenant 
without 
Article X, defeated the treaty.” 
“Now* Mr. Cox has swallowed Ar­ 
ticle X, and declared as chief exe­ 
cutive he 
will 
not 
approve 
the 
league without. 
That means that 
with Governor Cox we shall get no 
league. 
Harding on the other hand 
has already 
voted 
twice for the 
league with reservations and prom­ 
ises that as president ne will en­ 
dorse the covenant without Article 
X, or a similar international agree­ 
ment, limiting armament, providing 
a court of arbitration and a contex* 
ence for discussion of non-judicial 
character. That 
is exactly 
what 
we w*ant and that is what Harding 
as president will give us.

THE MASTER SPY. 
An exceedingly interesting charac­ 
ter which would do credit to E. Phillip 
Oppenheim, pops up in the person of 
Mr. Alfred Nagle, 
a 
gentleman of 
whom few of us have ever heard. He 
came to this country a short time ago 
as diplomatic 
representative of the 
Letvian government and was denied 
admittance to the United States. 
A 
number of reasons are given for the 
belief of the Authorities that this coun­ 
try can get along without Mr. Nagle’s 
presence, but the outstanding and tre­

interesting thing 
about 
him is the fact that he seems to be re­ 
sponsible for Nikolai Lenine. 
In oth­ 
er words, but for Nagle there wouldn’t 
be any Lenine. 
It is the United States department 
of state that makes this known. 
Re­ 
ports in the hands of the state depart­ 
ment show that in 1917 
Nagle was 
employed by Dr. Bethmann-Hollweg, 
the German 
imperial 
chancellor, to 
go to Switzerland and pick out an able 
revolutionist to send into Russia and 
make trouble for the Russian govern­ 
ment. 
Nagle looked over the revolu­ 
tionists in Switzerland, which was a 
veritable nest of revolutionists at that 
time, and reported that Lenine was 
the most radical 
of them all. 
For 
some reason, however, he urged the 
Germans not to use Lenine, but the 
Germans were evidently impressed by 
his report on J^enine’s views and abil­ 
ities and they selected him and sent 
him into Germany with results that 
are now historic.
